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Continuation of 5. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Turner et al. (4, 338, 097) does suggest a test 
element in tiie form of a closed ring. Specifically, Turner states that " The thickness of the test element may be monitored by any suitable 
method, e.g. by ... induction impedance measurement in which case an element in the form of a complete ring may be empIoyed"(column 
2, lines 30-36). Note that the real component of the impedance is a resistance.Thus, Turner does disclose a closed ring test element in 
combination with a resistance monitor. In addtion, Turner discloses that "the test element extends round all, or nearly all, the pipe interior 
cross-section" (column 1 , lines 60-61 ). In other words, Turner not only suggested a test element in the form of a helix, but also a complete 
ring around all the pipe interior cross-section, so as to monitor corrosion occuring anywhere round the pipe wall . 
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
